Of these 11 areRepubli- 
cans, 14 are Democrats, and 1, Davis of 
Illinois, is independent. 
The Senate 


stands at present 37 Republicans, 37 
Democrats, 1 independent, and 1 Read- 
justcr, Maboue. Several changes for the 
new Senate have already been made. A 
second Readjustee lliddlcberger, has 
been chosen to replace a Democrat from 
Virginia, arid a Democrat has been choson 
to replace Kellog, Republican, from 
Louisiana. This is likely to be the only 
loss that the Republicans will sustain. 
With the changes made to date, and 
counting the gain of a Republican from 
Colorado, and that of the Republican who 
is certain to be chosen in Illinois to suc- 
ceed Judge Davis, the new Senate will 
stand 88 Republicans, 30 Democrats, and 
2 Readjusters. Whatever the Readjus- 
tee may do, it is safe to predict that they 
will not vote with the Democrats.

The other States 
which ore to elect Senators to succeed 
Republicans are Colorado, Kansas, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, N»- 
braska, New Hampshire and Rhode Is- 
land. No one of thete can be called 
doubtful. 
By holding all these, and by 


gaining a Senator in each of the States of 
Oregon, Illinois and New Jersey, two of 
which are already assured, the new Sen- 
ate would stand 39 Republicans, 35 Dem- 
ocrats and 2 Readjusters. 
This is very 


likely to be the way in which it will 
stand, with the possible addition of two 
Anti-Bourbons from North Carolina and 
Tennessee. 
It is clear, therefore, that 


the Senate is safe for the Republicans till 
March 4, 1885. 
The terms of 25 Sena- 


tors will expire on that date, but except 
through death or resignation, there will 
be no vacancies to be filled in the mean- 
time. The Democrats may be able to 
keep the Republican majority a very close 
one, but there is no possibility of their 
securing a majority for themselves.—N. 
Y. Tribune.

DECLINE OF SHIP-BUILDING IN 


NEW YOEK. 


"New York," said one of its newspa- 


pers, about the year 1852, "is one of the 
great ship-yards of the world, Our clip- 
pers astonish distant nations with their 
neat and beautiful appearance, and our 
steamers have successfully competed with 
the swiftest-going mail packets of Great 
Britain. In tiie farthest corners of the 
earth the Stars and Stripes wave over 
New York built vessels." 


Contrast this statement with the follow- 


ing from a New York newspaper thrty 
years later, on the 21st of December, 
1881: 


"WHAT THEY STARED AT. 


"Passengers on the Brooklyn ferries 


between 9 and 19 A. M. on Tuesday, saw 
something which made them stare." The 
curious object was a new trim-built clip- 
per ship, fresh from the shipwright's hand, 
and flying the American flag at the fore. 
The old flag has become such a novelty, 
and a new clipper such a rarity, that as 
she railed leisurely down the East river 
old-timers recalled the days when such 
objects were common and ship-building 
was at its zenith. Many looked upon the 
sight as an omen of better days to come." 


As long ago as January, 1867, Mr. Da- 


vid A. Wells, Special Revenue Commis- 
sioner, reported to the Government that 
during the month of November previous 
"there was but a single vessel in the 
course of construction in the ship-yards 
of the city of New York." 


The causes of the decline of ship- 


building in New York city are clear and 
simple. The war for the "Union was one 
of them. Our vessels were captured by 
the Alabama and other 
Confederate 


cruisers, and at one time were supposed 
to b» in danger from British men-of-war. 
There was little encouragement to invest 
money in such property. 
The substitu- 


tion of iron for wood in ship-building 
was another cause; and the war left us 
with a high protective tariff on iron, as 
well as on copper, chain-cables, rigging, 
and canvas. 


Mr. W. H. Webb wrote to a friend in 


1869: "My business i, destroyed by the 
absurd laws of a high tariff, which de- 
stroys the shipping interest—the right 
arm or bower of the country." Then the 
use of'steam has diminished the need for 
ships. Thirty-five years ago about two 
hundred sailing' vessels were engaged in 
the trade between this city and Charles- 
ton ; to-day, four steamers do the busi- 
ness. 
Furthermore, the value of the 


land formerly occupied by the ship-build- 
ers has increased to an extent that for- 
bids its use for the old purposes. 
The 


ship-builder on the coast of Maine pays 
comparatively little for bis land, and gets 
his timber from the wood, behind it. 
Wage, are lower there; and lower, too, 
in England, where wight dollars a month 
will procure a sailor who would demand 
from thirty-five to forty dollars a month 
in New York city. Finally, the old ship- 
builders retired rich, and the sons do not 
begin where the fathers did, living over 
their own shops.—G. W. SHELDON, in 
Harper' Magazine for July.

"Mr. Lear has gone off suddenly and 


wrong, and, I think, without proper re- 
flection. 
He fails to draw a distinction 


between the delegates to a State Conven- 
tion and the Convention itself. Strip- 
ping from Mr. Lear's letter all its bitter- 
ness or rhetoric, and viewing the actual 
facts I find the position of~affairs to be 
absolutely this: The Republicans of 
Pennsylvania, in obedience to a call of 
the State Committee, selected 251 gen- 
tlemen, according to the established cus- 
tom, nay more, rules and precedents of 
the party, to nominate candidate, for 
Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Secreta- 
ry of Internal Affairs, Supreme Judge 
and Congrcssman-at-Large 
The first 


four requirements were executed. On 
the Fifth these 251 gentlemen lost their 
heads by nominating a gentleman who 
firmly, positively and unequivocally at the 
time declared he would not accept their 
suffrages, and afterwards, by a written 
declaration, affirmed this utterance, and 
again announced he would not accept the 
nomination. Now what follows ? A Con- 
gressman-at-Large is to be nominated. 
This specific duty entrusted to the 251 
gentlemen remains unfulfilled, and they 
are now called upon to execute it, to carry 
into effect their absolute duty by the very 
same power, and that the State Commit- 
tee which first called the Convention into 
existence. The delegates have the same 
right to nominate on the 21st of June a 
Congressman-at-Large, which they would 
had had they listened to and regarded 
Mr. Marshall's declination in the Conven- 
tion. 


When a legislature has adjourned sine 


die, the Governor reassembles it as bis 
pleasure and this constitutional precedent 
shows it is not a revolutionary action to 
call together the delegates composing a 
regularly constituted body. In 1872, the 
State Committee nominated two Congress- 
man-at-Large, who were elected in place 
of White and Ketcham, who withdrew 
from the ticket. To this action, even on 
the part of the State Committee, no ob- 
jection was made at the time of the nom- 
ination; but I have always thought, and 
believe yet, an error was committed in 
not allowing the regularly constituted 
delegates to the State Convention to com- 
plete the duties assigned to them." 


Robert Welch, a farmer living one mile 


east of Dover, Del., was rolling a piece 
of plowed land the other day with a pair 
of oxen as the motive power.

SOCIATION.—The fifth annual report of 
this excellent organization, just issued, 
stated that during the past year 1,909 
persons were sent from Philadelphia on 
visits to the country for an average pe- 
riod of nine days each, and about 5,000 
were sent on day-excursions. Of those 
who visited the country, 12 found perma- 
nent homes. Of the 266 women visiters, 
43 had babies iu arms; there were also 
sent G01 boys and 1,021 girls. The total 
expenditures were 10,249.90. The aver- 
age cost for the daily excursions was 20 
cents per person ; for longer periods it 
was $2.50 per week. As there is a bal- 
ance of only $43.70 remaining on hand 
from last year's expenditures, money is 
urgently needed to carry on the good 
work for which the society was organized. 
The poor children who thus enjoy a day 
or two in the country look forward to this 
occasion with bright anticipations. Those 
who remain away a week or longer are 
supplied with neat clothing free of ex- 
pense.

A great sensation has been produced by 
this refusal in the colony, where it is felt 
that the Bishop has taken adroit advan- 
tage of the opportunity to make a telling 
point against the Colonial Government, 
which, with the sanction of Parliament, 
has refused to carry out his favorite 
scheme of a grand national system of ir- 
rigation.

—At the recent meeting of the Ross 


county, Ohio, Medical Society all the 
physicians present were puzzled to the 
verge of stupefaction by the mysterious 
affliction of a woman who considerately 
offered herself for examination. One of 
the doctors who had previously attended 
her explained that, upon several occa- 
sions, he had removed from a wound in 
her hand numerous pieces of bone with- 
out apparently diminishing the supply. 
A similar operation was then performed 
in the presence of the society. In the 
general amazement which followed, one 
of the members retained sufficient sense 
to suggest a microscopical examination 
of the bones which had been removed un- 
der their eyes.

The case of Donaldson, the dancing 


Presbyterian, which was expected to be 
finally adjudicated by the General Assem- 
bly, has failed of settlement, and is sent 
back for trial to the church in which it 
originated. It was such a delicate and 
difficult matter for the Assembly to han- 
dle that there seemed to be a great aver- 
sion to having anything to do with it. 
The ground on which it is sent down for 
retrial is that the church tried Mr. Don- 
aldson on a charge which was not made 
out with sufficient definiteness. 
So the 


much-vexed case has to be gone over 
again from the beginning. It may be 
that the session of the church will refuse 
to try it again. If this should be so, it 
leaves Mr. Donaldson's ecclesiastical re- 
lations in a strange muddle, for his breth- 
ren found him guilty of an offence against 
true religion in his dancing, and Presby- 
tery and Synod sustained the finding. 
There are ways by which this curious 
piece of litigation may be prolonged for 
years, and the question at issue as to the 
right or wrong of dancing be still unset- 
tled. 


—Strange ideas of the uses to which a 


sacred edifice may be applied are evi- 
dently entertained by the Rev. John 
Campbell, minister in the Island of lona. 
A petition lately presented to the Ofcn- 
eral Assembly of the Established Church 
sets forth that he had used the building 
at one time as a pig-sty, at another as an 
inclosure for his cattle, and the grounds 
about it every winter as a stack yard. 
One Sunday, during the winter of 1880, 
the people who assembled to attend the 
service found that one door of the church 
was closed, the lobby being stored with 
corn or straw. 


—The decree 
regulating the liquor 


traffic in Russia, which has been recently 
signed by the Emperor, is one of the most 
stringent chararter. There is to be only 
one liquor-shop in a village, and where 
two or three villages are almost contigu- 
ous, the one shop must suffice for their 
combined inhabitants. 
The publican 


must be a native of the village, must be 
appointed and paid by the Common Coun- 
cil, and must sell food as well as liquor. 
If he allows any person to get drunk he 
is liable not only to dismissal, but to fine 
and imprisonment. 
If any Russian vil- 


lage is reported to the authorities to ba 
addicted to drunkenness, 
the sale of 


liquor may be interdicted for as long a 
period as may seem necessary. 


A Connecticut liquor law began with 


these words: "Every person who shall 
sell liquor to a minor." This law was 
repealed, and a new one enacted begin- 
ning with the words, "Every licensed per- 
son who shall sell liquor to a minor." The 
result is that barkeepers can sell liquor 
with impunity, because they are not li- 
censed, while the proprietors of saloons 
escape punishment by denying that they 
were aware of such sales by their em- 
ployees to persons under age. 
It is sug- 


gested that the word "licensed" was in- 
serted in the new law to render it inoper- 
ative. 


—Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe recently 


remarked that she felt a little embarrassed 
at the prospect of the reception to be 
tendered her to-day in honor of the sev- 
entieth anniversary of her birth, since it 
will be the first birthday she ever cele- 
brated. Being in early life accustomed 
to the old-fashioned ' social ethics, that 
paid little heed to sentimental occasions 
she never could even remember when the 
day came around; and once, years ago, 
having as she supposed, marked the anni- 
versary by beginning a diary and making 
a host of good resolutions, she was cha- 
grined at the discovery that she had done 
it all on the wrong day. 


—The original rafters of Westminster 


Hall were of Irish oak. 
In early days 


an idea prevailed that Irish wood was a 
sort of sacred material and proof against 
all objectionable reptiles. The venerable 
Bede lays it down that timber from Ire- 
land "hath a virtue against poison," and 
after the earthquake of Lisbon the King 
of Portugal specially imported Irish oak, 
presumably from 
some belief in its 


blessed qualities, for a magnificent new 
church. 


—The Rev. J. Hyatt Smith, at present 


representative in Congress from Brook- 
lyn, N. T., at an early day, it is said, will 
be appointed, JTnited States for Japan, 
vice J. A. filngham, of Ohio, to be re-, 
called. 


—Jefferson Davis is expected to pass 


a part of July at a North Carolina sum- 
mer resort and the fact is being adver- 
tised to induce his "old Confederate 
comrades" to patronize the hotel at which 
he will stay. 


—Mr. H. M. Stanley, the discoverer of 


Livingstone, is now in command of the 
Belgian West African Expedition. 
He 


has again surmounted the Congo Falls 
and reached Stanley Pool, where he is 
building a Belgian station. 


—The prohibitory campaign in -Iowa 


is being fought with much vigor on both 
sides. 
Those who favor' the amendment 


have given up claiming a large majority 
for it, and will be satisfied if it is adopted 
by a respectable vote. A little less than 
two weeks remain before the election. 


—Funeral services in honor of Gari- 


baldi were held in Rome, Paris, and other 
cities, on both sides of the Atlantic, on 
Sunday, being attended by an immense 
concourse of spectators. The remains 
were not cremated, as requested by the 
deceased, but interred at Caprcra on 
Thursday last, before a large and distin- 
guished assemblage. 


—The bodies of two unknown men, 


badly decomposed, were found in the Con- 
necticut river, near Hartford, Conn., on 
Sunday morning. No papers, or anything 
to identify them, could be discovered. 
Fishing tackle found in the pockets of the 
one who was better dressed, leads to the 
theory that they were drowned while on a 
fishing trip somewhere up the stream. 


—During the races in St. Louis the po- 


lice kept all the regular gambling places 
closed. 
In this emergency a faro bank 


was opened in a room of the Southern 
Hotel, and the game was conducted so 
quietly that the landlord did not find it 
out until it had been going three days. 
But it was nut a profitable venture, as the 
bank had lost $13,000 when the play was 
stopped. 


—Counsellor Polk was fined $20 for 


contempt of court at Winterset, Iowa, 
the alternative being twenty days' im- 
prisonment. 
He had no money, and his 


fellow-members of the bar 
raised the 


amount. 
"My gratitude is boundless, 


dear friends," said he. "I hav'nt had 
twenty dollars in my pocket before for 
twenty years. I shall keep it there, with 
your kind permission ;" and he went joy- 
fully to jail. 


—When the Prince of Wales was at 


Yarmouth recently, he wished to cross 
the river with some friends, and being at 
some distance from the ferry he hailed a 
shrimper, asking him to take them over 
in his boat. But the shrimper, not re- 
cognizing or not heeding royalty, bluntly 
shouted back that he wasn't licensed to 
carry passengers in his boat, and that the 
party would better go to the public ferry; 
which was done. 


Lena Sherman was a reputable girl of 


Iowa, but her lover proved to be a horse 
thief, and was sent to the penitentiary. 
His counsel thought that a new trial 
might beobtained by appealing, but there 
was no money to meet the expense. So 
Lena stole a horse in a neighboring 
county, sold it, and devoted the money to 
the appeal. 
The convict gained his lib- 


erty, buc the girl went to prison. Gov. 
Sherman has just pardoned her. 


—A man on horseback, on a moon- 


light night, near Dublin, Ga., felt a tre- 
mendous blow struck behind him, and his 
horse fell over to die, leaving him facing 
an enormous open-jawed alligator. 
He 


Stilled the beast by thrusting a fence-rail 
down its throat, and then shooting it a 
dozen times with a revolver; but it was 
subsequently found that its tail had been 
broken by the blow which it had given 
the horse, Or the man might not have won 
the fight. 


—A dispatch 
from 
Dallas, Texas, 


says: "A large company of well-to-do 
representative negroes from Mississippi 
passed through here last night, en route 
to Chihuahua, Mexico. They will pros- 
pect in the mining and agricultural re- 
gions, and if the country suits and they 
can secure property -cheap, and the Mex- 
ican Government is friendly toward them, 
they will settle there, and be followed in 
the fall by two hundred of the best col- 
ored families in Mississippi. The plan 
is to establish a colony. 


—The late Dr. John F. Gray, Amer- 


ica's pioneer homceopathist, once gave to 
a poor sewing girl who came to him for 
advice a vial of medicine, and told her to 
go home, take the dose and go to bed.

THE OHIOINAL HOME OF THE HORSE. 
The Northern and Southern Presbyter- 


AKALIA MATERNA. 


•Ihe tlrralMl Ltilms Dramallr Nopmno. 


Amalia Materna, the heroine of tlie 


JJayr«utli Festival, was born in St. George, 
n small market town in Syria, in 1847. 
Her father was (lie local schoolmaster, 
and taught music as well as the ordinary 
branches i>f education. 
The old man's 


daughter inherited his talent, and was 
competent to sing solos in masses when 
in her ninth year 
When Amalia was 


twelve he i father died and left his family 
penniless The girl and her older brother 
found rae.iiw, however, to journey to Vi- 
enna, wbeie Prof. Gentiluatno tried her 
voice and expressed admiration of its 
promise, but declined to take charge of 
her studio on the terms proposed. Sad- 
ly disappointed, Amalia joined her mother 
and another brother in St. 1'etcr, in Up- 
per Syria, and dwelt there for the suc- 
ceeding tliroe years, at the expiration of 
which period the whole family migrated 
to (irstz. Here Amalia sang in church 
and figuird in several concerts. 
The 


manager of tho local theatre hoard her 
and offered her an engagement to sing in 
operettas. The debutante was to receive 
forty gulden a month, but her first ap- 
pearance as the apprentice in Buppe's 
opera, "Finite Buischen," was so success- 
ful that her monthly salary was promptly 
increased to 100 gulden. 
For the two 


yean following, Materna was heard in the 
OfTenbaclinn repertoire and in kindred 
works. At the termination of her second 
season, sho WM engaged at tho Karl The- 
atre, in V ienn», at a yearly salary of 5,000 
gulden, with an extra honorarium—or 
speigeld :\» th« Germans put it—of five 
gulden for each peiformaucc. 
While ap- 


pearing nightly in the light and popular 
works of iho French and German com- 
posers of the hour, Fraulcin Materna 
studied dilligently the more exacting roles 
of opera scria with Professor I'roch, and 
in 18C8 sang in tbe presence of the Hof- 


air trom "iton Uiovanm." Ksser was so 
delighted that he insisted upon Hofrath 


—There is no doubt that the original 
home of tho horse is not Europe, but Cen- 
tral Asia; for since the horse in its nat- 
ural state depends upon grass for its nour- 
ishment and fleetnes's for its weapon, it 
could not in the beginning have thriven 
and niultipli'-d in the thick forest-growth 
territory of Europe. Much rather should 
its place of propagation be sought in those 
steppes where it still roams about in a 
wild state 
Here, too, arose the first na- 


tions of riders of which we have historic 
knowledge, the Mongolians and the Turks, 
whose existence even at this day is as it 
were combined with that of the horse. 
From these regions the horse spread in 
all directions, especially into the steppes 
of Southern :md Southeastern Kussia and 
into Thrace, until it finally found entrance 
into other parts of Europe, but not until 
after the immigration of tho people. 
This assumption is, at least, strongly fa- 
vored by the fact that the farther a dis- 
trict of Europe is from those Asiatic 
steppes, ». e. from the original home of 
the horse, tho later does the tamed horse 
seem to have made its historic appear- 
ance in it. 
The supposition is further 


confirmed by the fact that horse raising 
among almost every tribe appears as an 
art derived from neighboring tribes in the 
East or Northeast. Even in Homer the 
ox appears exclusively as the draught an- 
imal in land operations at home and in 
the Held, while the horse was used for 
purposes of w ar only. 
Its employment in 


military operations was determined by 
swiftness alone. That the value of the 
horse must originally have depended on 
its fleetness, oan eisily he inferred from 
the name which is repeated in all the 
branches of tlie Indo-European language, 
and signifies nearly "hastening," "quick." 
The same- fact is exemplified by the de- 
scriptions of the oldest poets, who, next 
to its courage^ speak most of its swift- 
ness —From the Introduction of Domestic 
Annual*, in Popular Scittme Monthly.

She came forth as Selika, in "L'Afri- 
criinc," anil her performance elicited so 
much enthusiasm, that after performances 
of Amalia, in "Un Hallo in Maschera" 
and Leonora, in "Fidelio," had ratified 
the good impression of her earlier efforts, 
bhe was engaged for a term of throe years. 
She has occasionally been heard in Berlin, 
Frankfort, Hamburg, Leipsic, and two 
years jgo sang in Wagner concerts in 
London. She has just signed a contract 
for five ye.irs at the Imperial Opera, Vi- 
enna. 
Next July Materna goes to Bcy- 


reuth, to create the chief role in Wagner's 
new opera, "Parsifal."—Bruinurd's Ifus- 
icttl WorUl 


There exists high up among the Carpa- 


thian Mountains of Galaciti, in a district 
known as 'J utras, one of the most primi- 
tive and unsophisticated communities in 
Europe. 
The population of this remote 


region numbers several hundred thousand 
individuals 
They neither use strong 


drink nor e it animal food. 
Riches havu 


no charm inr them. 
Though poor, they 


are content, and, though their diet is 
spare and monotonous, they enjoy perfect 
health and live long lives. The food of 
these arcadians is principally oats, either 
simply boiled or ground and converted 
into cakes. 
Puring four or five months 


of the year those of them who accompany 
their flocks and herds to the mountain 
pastures li\e exclusively on goat milk 
whey, or which each man consumes nearly 
a gallon (1 lily 
Practically, therefore, 


theso goatherds live on the sugar and the 
mineral salts contained in the whey. 
They do not consider this regimen a pri- 
vation, and when they return to the val- 
leys at the end of the season they are as 
strong and as vigorous as when they set 
out. The entire race of Podhalians, ns 
the people of Tatros are called, are re- 
markable fur their vigor and energy, and 
are incontestably superior, physically and 
intellectual I v, to the neighboring popula- 
tions. 
Th< ir physique is of a remarkable 


purity; thrv are quick of apprehension 
and frank in manner. Though far from 
being highK cultured, the Podhalians are 
poets and artists by nature. 
They are 


fond of dancing, and often, when the la- 
bors of tlie day are over, meet to indulge 
in their favorite diversion. They are 
born irnprovisatores, too, and many of 
them can sing their own songs set to 
music of their own composition.

Among 
the odd inventions may be mentioned i 
great variety ')f nut locks, or devices to 
prevent the falling off of nuts, which is a 
common result of jarring machinery 
There have been a huge number of in- 
ventions of car wheels. 


ian General assemblies did a very felicit- 
ous thing in their correspondence by 
telegraph initiating the fraternal relations 
which have too long been delayed.

Quincy, III., was crowded, for it was sup- 
posed that the Rev. Frederick A. Thaye 
would be installed as pastor. He ha 
been called from Massachusetts for th 
purpose, and several of his trial sermon 
had charmed the congregation. Ther 
was a strange delay in the ceremonies 
The organist and choir entertained th 
assembly for two hours, and then it wa 
announced that the installation would no 
take place, as the council which had bee: 
called to examine Mr. Thayer's orthodox, 
were divided on the question of its sound 
ness. This body was composed of six 
teen eminent Congregational ministers 
of whom eight voted that Mr. Thayer' 
views were within the bounds of Congre 
gationalism, while the other eight de- 
clared him unsound in relation to the in 
spiration of the S»riptures, the atone- 
ment, and the state of man after death 
On the following day an overwhelming 
majority of the congregation signed a nev 
call to Mr. Tliaycr, and he has acceptec 
the pastorate without the sanction of the 
eight dissenting clergymen.
